Dairy  farmers  -who  delivered  Fort  Wayne  Grade  ”A"  milk  to  handlers  sub- 
ject to  the  Fort  Wayne  Milk  Order  during  July  1958,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform 
price  of  $3.53  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5^.  A butt erf at  differential 
of  6,6  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or 
belot-j  the  3.5^  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a U cent 
per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges  and  the 
applicable  3 percent  transportation  tax.  The  coxi5)utation  of  the  minimum  blend 
price  is  shown  on  page  h and  the  class  prices  on  page  3. 


The  $3.53  price  for  July  1958  is  13  cents  below  the  July  1957  price.  It 
is  27  cents  above  the  June  1958  price. 

PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 


Producers  pooled  10,731,118  pounds  of  Fort  Wayne  approved  milk  during 
July  1958,  of  Diiich  5,57U,692  pounds  or  51.9^  was  utilized  in  Class  I.  Production 
was  down  6.5/C  from  June  1958  but  up  8,7^  from  a year  ago  in  July,  Class  I utili- 
zation of  producer  milk  was  up  from  June  1958  and  up  lii.O^  from  July  1957. 

There  were  917  producers  in  the  pool  for  July  1958  which  is  19  less  than 
J-une  1958  and  l5  less  than  in  July  a yeat  ago.  Average  production  per  farm  per 
day  was  377  pounds  for  July  1958.  Daily  farm  production  for  J\me  1958  and  July 
1957  was  U09  pounds  and  3U2  pounds,  respectively.  Other  conparable  market  stati- 
stics will  be  found  on  pages  2 and  3. 

AUGUST  1958,  SUPPLY  DEMAND  ADJUSTMENT  +10^^ 

The  supply  demand  adjustment  for  August  1958  will  be  +10  cents.  Total 
difference  between  the  August  Class  II  and  Class  I prices,  therefore,  will  be 
$1.25. 

EISTRUCTIONS  ISSUED  ON  HAULING  TAX  REPEAL 

Expiration  of  the  federal  tax  on  the  transportation  of  property  on  July 
31  will  mean  no  tax  on  hauling  charges  paid  in  August  — regardless  of  the  fact 
that  the  hauling  may  have  been  done  at  an  earlier  date.  Instructions  issued  by 
Internal  Revenue  Service  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  determining  factor  is  the 
date  of  payment  and  not  the  date  the  hauling  charge  became  due. 

The  applicable  date  of  the  repeal  is  important  to  dairy  farmers,  because 
in  many  cases  milk  hauling  charges  for  the  month  of  JifLy  will  not  be  deducted  from 
the  farmer's  check  and  paid  to  the  hauler  until  cometime  in  August.  No  tax  need 
be  collected  on  the  hauling  charges  paid  in  August  for  milk  hauled  in  July.
